SCAB ON SEED POTATOES 


IS KILLED BY TREATMENT 


Scabby potatoes may be caused oy 


either of two diseases, common scab 
'or russett scab. The latetr is known 
also as black scurf and Rhizoctonia. 
Both organisms may live in the soil 
for several years, hence the first step 
in their elimination is a rotation In 
which potatoes are not grown on the 
same land more than once in every 
three years, according to plant dis- 
ease specialists at State College. To 
avoid introducing scab organisms into 
soil not already infected 
by 
them, 


care shaulti be taken to plant tubera 
free from scab or, if the seed pota- 
toes are scabby, to kill the organisms 
which arc on tho surface of the tu- 
ber.

off through the bung. The tubers can 
then be dumped out, obviating the 
labor of lifting wet heavy sacks. •:

SCAB ON SEED POTATOES 


IS KILLED BY TREATMENT 


Scabby potatoes may be caused oy 


either of two diseases, common scab 
'or russett scab. The latetr is known 
also as black scurf and Rhizoctonia. 
Both organisms may live in the soil 
for several years, hence the first step 
in their elimination is a rotation In 
which potatoes are not grown on the 
same land more than once in every 
three years, according to plant dis- 
ease specialists at State College. To 
avoid introducing scab organisms into 
soil not already infected 
by 
them, 


care shaulti be taken to plant tubera 
free from scab or, if the seed pota- 
toes are scabby, to kill the organisms 
which arc on tho surface of the tu- 
ber.
